TMVERSITY IS A SERVANT OF TIIE STATE 


T he University of Minnesota has an extensive program. Be­ 
sides being a leader in the field of education, it also serves the 
general public through an extensive research department. 
It is 
a real servant to the state, for the university seeks better and more 
efficient methods of accomplishing results in economic, social and 
agricultural fields. 
Brainerd, Crow Wing county and the Cuyuna iron range are 
especially interested in the project regarding manganiferous iron 
ores, in which the university is seeking methods for extracting 
the valuable ores. 
Of the manganese experiments, the university is doing these 
things: 
! 
“ Three different processes for treating manganiferous ores 
have been developed at the experiment station. 
One of these al­ 
ready is in commercial use on the Cuyuna range and in the last- 
two years this one property alone paid taxes amounting to $02,100. 
The second process which produces from the low grade Cuyuna 
ores a manganese ore higher in grade than any ore found in the 
world, probably w'll be put in commercial use next summer. 
“ The third process, and the one that seems at the present 
t?me to be the most valuable, is just being developed by the expe­ 
riment stat'on staff. 
This process has as its object the produc­ 
tion of manganese ore which is the product of the other process. 
Work in the laboratory is well under way but much more infor­ 
mation must be developed before « we will be justified in advising 
mining companies to invest large sums of money in the commer­ 
cial application of this process.” 
Research work is also carried on in a process for extracting 
the iion from the state’s low grade iron ores, which would in­ 
crease the available iron supply in Minnesota. 
Our Cuyuna iron 
range as well as the other ranges of Minnesota carry large sup­ 
plies of low grade ore and making them of commercial value 
helps the state generally, the state as a government and the min­ 
ing industry and many correlating activities. 
Other important research work includes the state experi­ 
mental creamery, where important work for dairy manufacturers 
is done. 
Agricultural extension, in which the university is seeking to 
better hoiticulture and to carry on agricultural engineer ng. 
Soil survey, a statewide investigation of soil conditions in 
Minnesota. 
Studies of better ways to utilize acid soils and light sandy 
soils. 
Experiments with peat soils to determine their prodactibility. 
Medical research, which includes the study and experimenta­ 
tion of diseases and cures. 
All these extra projects of the University of Minnesota are1 
of great importance, especially the iron and medical studies.

T h e Minnesota House on Wednesday abolished the north and 
south fishing zone established for catching bass, crappies and sun- 
fish. 
Women are generally regarded as indifferent anglers, blit 
the success of the repeal in this instance is accorded Representa­ 
tive Hannah Kempfer of Erhard who steered to victory the repeal 
measure. 
She described the repeal as one ol fairness for both sections 
of the state. The bill was approved by a vote of 9 5 to 14. 
As reported in the St. Paul Pioneer Press, Representative C. 
A. Peterson of Duluth attacked the bill asserting that the Izaak 
Walton league was opposed to the proposal and that it was unfair 
to the Northern section of the state. 
Representative Otto Neuman of Wheaton told the House that 
the p. esent law was “ working fine” and that there was no need 
ior a change. An effort was made by Representative Carl Iverson 
of Ashby to amend the bill but he was unsuccessful. 
During the debate, Mrs. Kempfer served as the storm center 
defend ng the measure as a proposal which would dispose of dis­ 
crimination between the two sections of the state. 
Representative Edward P. Scallon of Ciosby sided with her, 
telling the House jthat theie was “ no justification to maintain two 
zones.” 
“ The measure equalizes the opportunity for fishing in both 
zones,” he said. 
Under the present law fishing is allowed in the Southern zone 
between May 29 and February 1, while in the Northern zone the 
date for fishing bass, sunfish and crappies is between J une 21 and 
Februury 1. 
Of course, the argument now hinges on what date is to be 
agreeable to north and south, and that is something to be threshed 
out later in committee and other hearings.

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UNIVERSITY IS A SERVANT OF THE STATE 


T h e University of Minnesota has an extensive program. Be­ 
sides being a leader in the field of education, it also serves the 
general public through an extensive research department. 
It is 
a real servant to the state, for the university seeks better and more 
efficient methods of accomplishing results in economic, social and 
agricultural fields. 
Brainerd, Crow Wing county and the Cuyuna iron range are 
especially interested in the project regarding manganiferous iron 
ores, in which the university is seeking methods for extracting 
the valuable ores. 
Of the manganese experiments, the university is doing these 
things : 
“Three different processes for treating manganiferous ores 
have been developed at the experiment station. 
One of these al­ 
ready is in commercial use on the Cuyuna range and in the last- 
two years this one property alone paid taxes amounting to $62,100. 
The second process which produces from the low grade Cuyuna 
ores a manganese ore higher in grade than any ore found in the 
world, probably Will be put in commercial use next summer. 
I 
“The third process, and the one that seems at the present 
time to be the most valuable, is just being developed by the expe­ 
riment stat:on staff. 
This process has as its object the produc­ 
tion of manganese ore which is the product of the other process. 
Work in the laboratory is well under way but much more infor­ 
mation must be developed before *we will be justified in advising 
mining companies to invest large sums of money in the commer­ 
cial application of this process.” 
I 
Research work is also carried on in a process for extracting 
the iron from the state’s low grade iron ores, which would in­ 
crease the available iron supply in Minnesota. Our Cuyuna iron 
range as well as the other ranges of Minnesota carry large sup­ 
plies of low grade ore and making them of commercial value 
helps the state generally, the state as a government and the min­ 
ing industry and many correlating activities. 
Other important research work includes the state experi­ 
mental creamery, where important work for dairy manufacturers 
is done. 
Agricultural extension, in which the university is seeking to 
better boviculture and to carry on agricultural engineerng. 
Soil survey, a statewide investigation of soil conditions in 
Minnesota. 
Studies of better ways to utilize acid soils and light sandy 
soils.

Experiments with peat soils to determine their prodactibility.' 
Medical research, which includes the study and experimenta­ 
tion of diseases and cures.

All these extra projects of the University of Minnesota are 
of great importance, especially the iron and medical studies.

T h e Minnesota House on Wednesday abolished the north and 
south fishing zone established for catching bass, crappies and sun­ 
fish. 
Women are g e n e r a lly regarded as indifferent anglers, but 
the success of the repeal in this instance is accorded Representa­ 
tive Hannah Kempfer of Erhard who steered to victory the repeal 
measure. 
She described the repeal as one of fairness for both sections 
of the state.

A. Peterson of Duluth attacked the bill asserting that the Izaak 
Walton league was opposed to the proposal and that it was unfair 
to the Northern section of the state. 
Representative Otto Neuman of Wheaton told the House that 
the p. esent law was “working fine” and that there was no need 
for a change. An effort was made by Representative Carl Iverson 
of Ashby to amend the bill blit he was unsuccessful.

During the debate, Mrs. Kempfer served as the storm center 
defend ng the measure as a proposal which would dispose of dis­ 
crimination between the two sections of the state. 
Representative Edward P. Sealion of Crosby sided with her, 
telling the House .that theie was “no justification to maintain two 
zones.” 
“The measure equalizes the opportunity for fishing iii both 
zones,” he said. 
Under the present law fishing is allowed in tile Southern zone 
between May 29 and February I, while in the Northern zone the 
date for fishing bass, sunfish and crappies is between June 21 and 
February I. 
Of course, the argument now hinges on what date is to be 
agreeable to north and south, and that is something to be threshed 
out later in committee and other hearings.
